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REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION, 





Whole number of pupils registered, 115. 

Cost per pupil, $10.71. 

Whole number of schools in town, 6.9. 

Average weeks of school in town, 24.61. There were eight 
teachers employed. Four reside in Lyndeboro’. 

No. 1—Taught by Miss Lillie Butler—her second year in this 
school. The large number of parents who were present at the 
examination of the spring term seemed well pleased with the 
work done. We were sorry not to see more present at the close 
of the winter term. ‘The recitations showed thorough work. 

We were glad to see so few tardy marks in the register—only 
12 against twenty-two names for the year. 

No. 2—Spring term, taught by Miss May Perham of Wilton, 
This was her first school and we hear good reports of her work. 

Winter term— Miss Lu Butler,.teacher. This is a small, but 
live school. It did our hearts good to hear the recitations. 
Loud and clear came the answer to every question, showing that 
thorough work had been done and they were not ashamed to let 
us know it—a style of reciting we wish some of our other schools 
would imitate. Record of attendance good; no tardy marks 
in winter against the boys. 

No. 5 had a successful school year until the measles came in 
and stopped business. Miss Blood is a hard working, success- 
ful teacher, as is proven by the advancement made in every de- 
partment and general deportment of the scholars ow? of school 
at well as in. 

No. 4 is another of our small schools, but is as far advanced 
in studies according to their ages as any in town. 

No. 5 is the banner school in prompt attendance, every schol- 
ar living nearly a mile or more away, yet only 12 tardy marks 


against 14 scholars for theyear. Miss Herlihy and Mrs. May 
(teachers of spring and fall terms respectively,) continued the 
good work they have done in this school for several terms be- 
fore. 

No 6, Miss Gertrude Ring, teacher. The examination proved 
that both teacher and scholars are workers in the schoo) room. 
Sorry to see that the register was not as free from tardy marks 
as last year. 

No. 7, we believe, proved the impracticability of keeping 
school where there are but three or four scholars. They had a 
good teacher, but failed to get up much interest. In the fall we 
thought best to have them come to No. 1, and believe this ar- 
rangement gave general satisfaction. The duty we owe to all 
the children in town requires us to have as few schools as pos- 
sible. It takes money to run a school, and where there are but 
rew scholars, by paying a smal] sum they can he carried to a 
larger school, we think it our duty to make the change. 

By reading the law people will learn that it is the duty of the 
Board of Education to designate where schools shall be kept, 
and the duty of parents and guardians to see that their school 
children attend. If they live more than one anda half miles 
away the board may pay a sum not exceeding 20 per cent. of the 
school money to assist in carrying the scholars to and from 
school. 

There is a feeling prevailing somewhat in town that it would 
be better to go back to the old district system. When we ex- 
amined the reports of the few years before and since, we learn 
that tnere has been an increased number of weeks of schooling 
for every scholar under the new way. We have tried to get good 
teachers, and believing you get about what you pay for in this 
world, we gave as high wages as we could afford, and think we 
got better work accordingly. 

The idea prevails to a certain extent that mathematics is the 
_ one study to pursue. When we stop to think, we see that we 
use our knowledge of other branches much more. 

We vead more than we cipher. To read ¢zntelligently requires 
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a knowledge of History and Geography. ‘To speak or write cor- 
reetly we must know how to spell and understand the rules of 
Grammar. 

While we would do nothing to discourage the obtaining of a 
thorough understanding of the three grades of Arithmetic now 
in use in our schools, we vo want our people to think about the 
practical benefit of other branches in helping to make of our boys 
and girls what we all desire they shall be—better men and wom- 
en than their parents. 

We all know the larger a class at school the better. Some- 
times a boy or girl thinks they are iujured by a change. They 
should be made to feel that the teacher knows best, and no one 
can do this as well as their home guardian. The teacher is in- 
terested to have all possible progress made, and their judgment 
of courge ts much better than that of the inexperienced pupil. 

We were very much pleased with the general interest taken 
by the people in the celebration of Columbus Day, and are glad 
that there is now a flag to wave over every house where school 
is kept. We believe it will increase the patriotism and love of 
the old flag which is necessary to the preservation of the free in- 
stitutions of our beloved country. 

To encourage Composition Writing we Bete to have one 
from each school printed in the town report. Only three schools 
have responded. There seemed to be a misunderstanding about 
what constitutes a Composition. We may borrow zéeas, the Zan- 
guage must be our own. While we admire the artistic manner 
in which many of them were arranged, the neat penmanship, 
written only upon one side of the paper, (which is just right 
when preparing manuscript for the press,)the /anguage as well as 
zdeas were too much borrowed in many cases. While selecting 
the three for publication we considered originality, brevity, spell- 
ing and neatness of appearance. 

The past year we introduced supplementary readers into the 
schools, as the scholars often get tired of a book before they are 
prepared to go intoa higher grade. Another reader of the 
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same order gives additional practice without going up hill too 
fast. | 

We wish to say that the school age recognized by law is five 
to fifteen years. Children under this age ought not to be sent 
unless to a small school. Also try and make arrangements to 
send the small children to the spring term if they are intending 
to go at all during the year. 

As Jast year we wish to refer to the fact that much sickness 
has been among our school children. We congratulate you that 
a kind Providence has spared them all to us, no cases in town 
proving fatal. 

We trust the town will be as liberal with their appropriations 
next year as they were last, for in nothing can we better afford 
to be generous than with the education of our young. 

“God bless our common schools.”

COMPOSITIONS, 
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DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Rhode Island, one-of the New England States, is situated be- 
tween Massachusetts and Connecticut. It is bounded on the 
scuth by the Atlantic Ocean and Block Island Sound on the north 
aud east by Massachusetts and on the west by Connecticut. Its 
area including Narragansett Bay, is 1,250 square miles. 

Rhcede Island is the smallest state in the Union. There seems 
to be little doubt that Leif Eurikson was the first Eu ropean 
who visited the shores of Rhode Island in the year of 1000, A. D. 

The first permanent settlement was made at Providence in 
1636 by people from Massachusetts. There are no mountains in 
Rhode Island. The southern part is level sloping towards the 
bay and Ocean. 

‘he soil of the northern part of the State is well adapted to 
agriculture. ‘lhe Islands are in many respects the most fertile 
portions of the state. 

In the southern and eastern portions the climate is milder than 
any other part of the New England States. 

‘There are three rivers of Rhode Island, namely : Blackstone, 
Paweatuck and Pawtuxet River. ‘There are a great many small 
lakes in Rhode Island. Most of them are in the northern part. 

The forests which used to cover the state have been cut down. 
Maple, birch, beech, oak, chestnut and hickory are found in abun- 
dance. Coal, iron and building stone are the most valuable min- 
erals, 

The sea includes many varieties of fish such as lobsters, oysters 
and clams, 


Rhode Island contains thirty-two towns and four cities, divided 
into five counties, namely : 
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Providence, Kent, Newport, Washington and Bristol County, 

The cities are as follows , 

Provideuce, one of the capitals, is the second city of size and 
importance in New England. It has an important railway. Prov. 
dence has almost as great a variety of manufactures as any other 
city inthe World. Newport the other capital is noted for its 
excellent harbor and a United States Naval School. Newport is 
one of the most famous and fashionable watering places in the 
country. The Old Stone Mill in Public Square is one of the 
most interesting relics of early settlement. 

Pawtucket is noted for the first cotton factory in the United 
States worked by water power, which was built in this city in the 
year 1790, 

Woonsocket is the first city in the state in the manufacture 
of woollen goods. 

The government of Rhode Island is about the same as in other 
States, consisting of a Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Secre- 
tary of State, Treasurer, Attorney-General and Auditor. 
The Legislature consists of a Senate of thirty-six members and a 
House of Representatives of twenty-two members. 

The Schools are among the best in the United States. Nearly 
all the towns support High Schools and the State supports a Nor- 
mal School for the training of teachers- Brown University is in 
Providence. It has a library of 45,000 volumes. ‘The popula- 
tion of Rhode Island taken at the last census was 345,506

COMPOSITION ON VERMONT. | 


Vermont is one of the north eastern states of the Union. 

It is bounded on the north by Canada; east by New 
Hampshire ; south by Massachusetts ; and on the west by New 
York and Lake Champlain. 

During the session of Congress, Vermont having adopted 
the constitution was admitted into the Union. 
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The name was given to the territory by the inhabitants in their 
Declaration of Independence, January 16, 1777 and was derived 
from the French word (verd), meaning green, and (mont) moun- 
tain. 


Vermont was settled at a much later period than any other of 
the Eastern States. 

For many years New York and New Hampshire laid claim to 
the territory ; but in 1777 the inhabitants denied the validity of 
the New Hampshire claim, and in 1789 they purchased the in- 
terest of New York for $30,000. A convention was soon after 
called when it was resolved to join the Federal Union. The 
act of admission dates March 4th, 1791. Vermont is a leading 
state in marble, limestone, soapstone, granite, and slate. And 
the productions are horses, cattle, sheep, wool, hops, potatoes, 
maple sugar, butter and cheese and maple sugar, is exceeded 
only by that of New York.
